MENT AGREEMENT. AP EX JERUSALEM STRESSES AFTER 
THREE ROUND OF MEETINGS ISRAELI SOURCES REPORT NO PROGRESS 
ON STOPPING FIGHTING. QUOTES SECRETARY TO EFFECT FIGHT- 
ING IS HAMPERING PEACE EFFORTS. LEAD UPI IS SECRETARY'S

GWERTZMAN, JHABVALA CITES INCIDENT OF US OFFICIALS FIRST 
DENYING THEN CONFIRMING REPORT HAK WILL RETURN TO EGYPT 
SATURDAY, A FACT KNOWN TO EGYPTIANS SINCE YESTERDAY. 
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CONCLUDES WITH LENGTHY QUOTES FROM SADAT MAY DAY SPEECH.
